REASONS WHY THEY WERE 
GREAT 

First and above all, the ministers’ 
meetings have been great because of 
the presence of the Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost in each one.

Address by Olin D. Johnston, Governor 
of South Carolina, at the Church 
of God Ministers’ Meeting, 
Sept. 28, 1943 

I want you to know that I appre- 
ciate that introduction. I feel good to 
be with you this evening. We are all 
children of God and are all working

for Him and are going to the same 
place. I realize that I am in a church 
with a great many preachers. I am 
no preacher myself, but they are work- 
ing for the same thing that I am 
working for—to have a better friend- 
ship and fellowship throughout the 
world. 

They call me “Governor” but I am 
just plain Olin Johnston. But at the 
same time, as I come in contact with 
people, I try to let them know that I 
am a child of God. Of course, I can’t 
please everybody. You preachers can’t 
please everybody in your church. 
Some times you have to get on their 
toes when they would like for you to 
get on something else; and, for that 
reason, I wanted to come down here 
to encourage you to spread the gospel 
of Jesus Christ. 

I was in the World War No. 1 in 
France and saw men playing cards, 
rolling dice and heard them cursing, 
and we are now in a terrible war; but 
I have never seen any man yet, when 
he thought he was dying, that didn’t 
call on God. And that taught me that 
we ought to believe in God at all times 
and not wait until we get in distress. 
He doesn’t want us to wait until we 
are broken down before calling on 
Him. 

Friends, the way of Christ is made 
very simple. Christ came into the 
world and died that all of us might be 
saved. You might go by some other 
name, but we are all judged by the 
Word of God. I am glad to say that 
the Church of God preaches the un- 
adulterated gospel. I like to think of 
the scripture that says, “Study to 
shew thyself approved unto God, a 
workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth.” If we apply this scripture to 
our lives we will be happy. My father 
said when he died, “Son, I am ready; 
I am not afraid.” (I know Brother 
Smith here remembers him.) Be ready 
to meet our Savior—that’s the main 
thing. 

I’m just a layman, a deacon in the 
Baptist church for twelve years. For

Destroying the Jews 


The following carnage of the Jews is 
told by the Contemporary Jewish 
Record in June issue: 

“Over 5,000 Jews have been decorat- 
ed for valor, it was disclosed (April 9) 
in a Soviet Embassy bulletin issued 
in Washington. 

“*History has known no such ex- 


- termination of people,’ said the Mos- 


cow radio April 6, referring to Nazi 
atrocities in the reoccupied Smolensk 
district. On March 19, the Soviet press 
revealed that three Jews were found in 
Kharkov, where 100,000 had lived be- 
fore; one each in Kursk and Ros‘ov, 
one insane woman in Voroshilovgrad, 
and no Jews at all in the cities of 
Kramatorsk, Slavyansk, Voronezh, 
Elista, Morozovsk and Pyatigorsk. The 
Soviet Embassy in Washington, D. C., 
issued details March 5 of the mass 
murder of Jews in Nalchik, where 900 
brutally mutilated bodies were found 
in trenches just outside the city. In 
Pukhovich, near Minsk, 3,000 Jews 
were massacred, as were 600 in the 
towns of Kobryn, Bossani, Oswate, 
Zeline, Rabitnitshi, Podolia and Woh- 
lunia, reported March 22, 31. Some 700 
Jews were left in Minsk of the pre- 
war Jewish community of 80,000, Mos- 
cow revealed March 28. An eyewit- 


ness account received by the Jewish 
Anti-Fascist Committee (April 7) con- 
firmed earlier reports that Jewish war 
prisoners were immediately separated 
and murdered en masse.”

Religion in the War 


The churches could not have escaped 
the trials of war, existing as they do 
within nations at. war, naturally as in- 
dividuals and as groups all are alike 
affected. Despite bitter and severe 
testings there is evidence that faith 
in Christ is both consoling and 
strengthening Christians everywhere. 
A Swiss newspaper reports. that 
“church leaders in Hungary... have 
demanded of the government” to “© 
the “shortest way to peace.” This i 
the normal attitude of Christians. A 
report coming out of Stockholm 
through RNS states that “despite in- 
human trials. and difficulties” the 
majority of Catholics and Protestants 
in Germany have remained faithful 
to their religion. While in Russia, a 
report also coming out of Stockholm 
Says, “a great religious revival” is de- 
veloping. This may mean either in 
conversion to Christ or a move toward 
church formalities. It is claimed that 
Russian authorities are facilitating 
such a move. In Norway, according to 
a report, also through Stockholm, 
“Quisling” agents continue to spy on 
churches. It is also reported that 
Protestant churches in Germany have 
drawn up a “twelve-po‘nt” program, 
thus presenting a united front against 
Nazis pressure. The churches cannot 
escape the hazards of malicious at- 
tacks at the hands of her enemies, 
yet it is still true that Christians can 
“stand still and see the salvation of 
the Lord.”

We made mention recently about 
the Catholic Church insisting that 
Protestant missionaries be kept out of 
Latin-America. Religious News Serv- 
ice reports that recently eighty-three 
Catholic missionaries have been sent 
from Maryknoll, N. Y., to engage in 
mission work in Latin-American coun- 
tries. This intolerance position of the 
Catholics should be strongly protested 
by Protestants of every denomination. 
As I have said before, the Catholic 
Church has neither patentright or 
copyright on religion and therefore it 
has nothing that other religious 
groups do not have in common, so far 
as privilege is concerned.

The writer was 
greatly impressed by the enthusi- 
astical and vigorous persistence of the 
aged evangelist, “Gypsy” Smith, in his 
efforts to influence everybody whom 
he met, or in any way had personal 
contact, to accept Jesus as his or her 
personal Savior.

events happen seldom and affect few, 
while a word fitly spoken is an ever 
present opportunity to affect many. 
Pascal said, “Little things console us 
because little things affect us.” 


LIKE BEGETS LIKE 

This is a recognized order of the 
universe and one which is profitable 
to remember in the use of words. Pos- 
sibly nowhere is this more definitely 
confirmed than in the order of speech. 
For instance, remove the new-born 
babe from its native tongue and sur- 
roundings and the adopted language 
readily becomes its very own. The in- 
fluence of propaganda was not discov- 
ered by the Axis powers. King David 
well knew the power of words in build- 
ing and maintaining the morale for 
victorious strength and united action, 
in war or in peace.

The effect of 
such astonished the world and shall 
continue to command respect from 
God and man. James describes the 
tongue as being cavable of defiling 
the whole body and setting on fire 
the course of nature. In our des'‘re to 
be like Jesus, would it not be well to 
accept His example? John 6:63, “The 
words that I speak unto you, they are 
spirit and they are life.”

Text: “And this is the victory that 
overcometh the world, even our faith,” 
1 John 5:4. 


So often my morning prayer is, 
“Lord, give me power to overcome to- 
day.” Just as these words left my lips 
one morning this text flashed through 
my mind, “This is the victory that 
overcometh the world, even our faith.” 


It seemed that the Father was hand- 
ing me the very weapon which I had 
been needing and asking for so often, 
yet I hadn’t realized just what the 
“power” was that I had been asking 
for. 


Jesus overcame the world. He also 
said, “He that overcometh, the same 
shall be clothed in white raiment; and 
I will: not blot out his name out of 
the book of life, but I will confess 
his name before my Father, and be- 
fore his angels.” 


Overcoming the world does not 
mean we will overcome all difficulties 
and temptations unless we trust God. 
Nor does it mean we can overcome 
others by our argument that holiness 
is right. The first one for us to over- 
come is SELF. “And they overcame 
him by the blood of the Lamb, and by 
the word of their testimony.” We do 
not keep the victory by our word only, 
or by testifying that we are saved; but 
by taking on the whole armor of God 
are we able to “quench all the fiery 
darts of the evil one.” 


I remember a few years back I came 
across this scripture, “Taking the 
shield of faith, wherewith ye shall be 
able to quench all the fiery darts of 
the wicked.” It seemed the words just 
stood out like a huge signpost. I ex- 
claimed to myself, “This is the key, 
the weapon I have been looking for. 
I can now get the victory over evil.” 
It seemed I just must tell someone. A 
colored woman was cleaning my 
house. I called her and said, “Auntie, 
I have found a way to get the victory 
over the devil.” She looked surprised 
and probably thought me a little un- 
balanced. She said, “Sho’ nuf?” with a 
big smile as if sharing a conspiracy 
with me. 


In “Pilgrim’s Progress” Christian 
was waging a mighty battle with 
Apollyan by the use of the shield of 
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faith and the sword of the Spirit, 
which is the Word of God. The sword 
slipped from Christian’s hand and for 
an instant it looked like Christian 
might lose. Even old Apollyan knew 
the mighty power of the sword, so ex- 
claimed, “Ah, I have you now!”

The trouble with us is we 
lay aside the armor God gave us and 
grab the first “club” we can get hold 


- of. Alas, we are thus often defeated. 


We often hear a loud, noisy testi- 
mony; someone will say, “That sister 
has the power.” Well, she may have, 
but she didn’t get it in the noise. 
Someone said, “The power surely fell 
last night. If you had been there you 
would have gotten some.” Now, I 
doubt if I would; if I didn’t get any 
power in the quiet hour of prayer 
alone with God, I don’t think the 
shouts at church would bring me pow- 
er. 


A brother is always saying, “I’m glad 
I am with this noisy crowd.” Now Je- 
sus didn’t say, “Ye are overcomers ac- 
cording to the noise you can make at 
church.” Many of our best shouters 
make a great noise while the power 
is falling, but are not able to endure 
a season of “drouth of endurance.” 


“Forasmuch then as Christ hath 
suffered for us in the flesh, arm your- 
selves likewise with the same mind.” 
“Arm yourselves with the same mind 
as Christ.” “Let this mind be in you 
that was in Christ.” We know Jesus 
was of a meek mind, a humble mind. 
He was obedient even unto death, did 
not seek glory for Himself, was will- 
ing to be a servant, was willing to suf- 
fer even the death of the cross that 
we might have the overcoming power 
that He had. He had a tender, forgiv- 
ing spirit, not riling again when they 
riled on, but saying, “Father, forgive 
them; for they know not what they 
do.” Now we believe if we suffer with 
Christ we shall also reign with Him. 
But how many of us can say with 
Paul, “I am crucified with Christ”? 
Are we willing to suffer a little that 
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the world might believe we know 
Christ? Some of us seem to know Him 
in the meeting, especially the revival, 
when all the visitors are there and 
the evangelist is preaching a good ser- 
mon; then we all seem to have the 
victory. But just wait until prayer 
meeting night or the time the pastor 
can’t be there. The Christian life is 
truly a warfare and all Christians will 
be wise who keep the “whole armor” 
handy just in case it might suddenly, 

be needed. 2 


I remember an argument with my 
husband. He had said something 
which hurt very much. I was just 
thinking to myself, “What could I say 
to show him what he has done?” I 
just couldn’t think of anything bad 
enough, so I thought, “I will ask God.” 
The answer was not long in coming, 
but what a shock I got. Here it is, 
“Study to be quiet.” I soon forgot the 
“fuss” and began to “study.” Holiness 
people are known to be very noisy, 
which is as it should be if God is in 
the noise, but God is not always in 
“the storm” (the noise), but if we 
would just “study to be quiet” a little 
we might hear a still small voice. 


Your overcoming power might be in 
being quiet sometime and letting God 
speak to you. Just remember, the army t 
going forth with the loudest drums 
and the brightest banners does not 
always win the victory. There may be 
some suffering, even a cross, in this 
warfare. Let’s not count anything too 
dear to lose that we might gain Christ. 
Let’s never say we gave up this or that 
for Christ. Could we call that old 
wasted sinful life anything, when we 
think of what Jesus gave up for us? 
How can we help but want to give 
our all! Paul said, “I count all things 
but loss for the excellency of the 
knowledge of Christ Jesus my Lord: 
for whom I have suffered the loss of 
all things, and do count them but 
dung, that I may win Christ.” 


Paul must have been thinking of 
the crown that is to be given to those 
who overcome, which we should be 
thinking of, never saying the battle 
is too hard, or that we lack any wea- 
pon we need to overcome.

Inspiration 


Man without inspiration would be 
a man without an objective, a man 
without hope, a man that would live 
for the day only, for his own selfish 
desires. A man to live for God must 
have some foretaste of the glory that 
will be man’s when he receives his re- 
ward, when the Lord descends from 
the glory world. To be a worker for 
the Lord, he must be inspired by the 
Holy Ghost; he must be able to look 
beyond the confines of this world; he 
must see that all that is mortal will 
be done away with. To be able to stand 
before God on the great judgment day 
he will have to be transformed by the 
renewing of his mind, and have the 
mind of Christ. 

Christ was inspired with such a 
holy zeal for the people that He gave 
His life on Calvary that you and I 
might have life eternal; that as He 
was inspired to die for us, we might 
be inspired to live for Him. There are 
people who will cloak their evil ways 
by saying that Christ gave His life 
that we might be saved by grace, and 
kept by grace. We are saved by grace, 
but we are kept by the inspired zeal 
that God implants in our hearts to do 
the Master’s work. We are either full 
of the Spirit or full of worldly lust. 
When the evil spirit has gone out of a 
man it roams through the dry places 
seeking rest, and finding none returns 
to its former home; finding it swept 
and garnished, also full of the Holy 
Ghost, it cannot enter, neither the 


seven other devils more wicked than 
himself. They all have to stay out- 
side until your inspiration begins to 
wane. You allow a little of the world 
to push out a portion of the Spirit, 
then the evil spirit will push his hand 
in the empty portion, then his foot, 
then he gets in and immediately makes 
room for his comrades. 

You say, “That is your own version.” 
Perhaps so, but if you have an open 
mind you can observe that ninety per 
cent of the ones that go back in sin 
will not (as a rule) plunge immedi- 
ately into open sin, but will grad- 
ually slip back until they are with- 
out inspiration and lost and undone 
without God. 

Peter, the right-hand disciple of Je- 
sus, was without inspiration as long 
as he was with Jesus. You say, “Why 
I don’t understand. Jesus was the 
nucleus of all inspiration.” He was 
and is the culmination of our inspi- 
rations. As long as Peter was with Je- 
sus he could not have the inspiration 
he had after the fulfillment of Christ’s 
mission on this earth. He even denied 
Christ when the powers of darkness 
were surrounding him, but after 
Christ died and arose and He was 
filled with the Holy Ghost and had re- 
ceived power from on high, he was 
filled with such holy zeal, inspired 
with the marvelous manifestations of 
the Spirit, that he attained such a 
state of sanctification he was invul-

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Seven Crises of History ano 


A crisis is a time when a decision 
must be made to continue, or change, 
a given course of action. The decision 
reveals the means of change. The de- 
cision likewise determines the nature 
of the course after the change is made, 
putting a definite meaning in the 
events. 

In the study of sacred history and 
prophecy, one should seek to discover 
the major crises, and inquire what the 
causes and results have been in the 
progress of mankind . . . also what 
they will be in the future. 

These crises and changes provide 
the basis of dispensational truth 
taught in the Bible. 

Five great crises are now history . na 
the fall of man, the flood, experience 
at Babel, passover in Egypt, and the 
first advent of Christ or Calvary. The 
other two are yet prophetic: the sec- 
ond advent of Christ, and the renova- 
tion of the earth by fire. 


1. Historic Crises 

FALL OF MAN ... The First Crisis 

The first of the historic crises is the 
fall of man in Eden, usually termed 
the Edenic crisis (Genesis 3). 

God created man innocent, and 
placed him in Eden. Then, to further 
the divine. purpose He gave him a 
wife, thus adding to his happiness and 
usefulness. 

This was the dispensation of Inno- 
cence (Genesis 1:28-31). The life of 
innocence was conditioned by the 
Edenic covenant (Genesis 2:8-17). 

They were endowed with the right 
of choice, and given a simple test re- 
quiring obedience to a way of life re- 
vealed by the Creator; and were 
warned of the consequences of dis- 
obedience. 

In this beautiful and congenial en- 
vironment, Satan entered the history 
and experience of man. His influence 
caused disobedience, the fall, and the 
awful consequences that followed. 

Man’s failure in the test changed 
the course of events, making the reve- 
lation of God’s further purpose and a 
new test necessary. 

THE FLOOD .. . The Second Crisis 

The second historic crisis was the 
flood, following the test of the ante- 
diluvian world (Genesis 7:1-24). 

The period from the expulsion to 
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the flood is known as that of Awak- 
ened Conscience, or the antediluvian 
dispensation (Genesis 3:23-24). 

Life during this dispensation was 
conditioned by a new covenant—the 
Adamic (Genesis 3:14-19). 

Man was instructed in the way of 
forgiveness and salvation. The first 


-mountain peak of prophecy appeared 


(Genesis 3:15). It was the promise of 
a sacrifice, a blood atonement, for 
man’s sin. 

Appearing also was the first type of 
Christ (Genesis 3:21). It was an op- 
portune time. They needed better 
clothing than leaves. And they needed 
a spiritual covering, suitable to appear 
again in the presence of God. The 
killing of animals and providing them 
coats of skins, was a familiar exper- 
ience to teach the deeper lesson of the 
promised shedding of the blood of the 
Lamb of God to fit them, by faith, to 
keep God’s favor. 

Adam and Eve had been directed to 
“be fruitful and multiply,” but it was 
after the expulsion that children were 
born, Cain and Abel being the first 
two mentioned. 

Abel represents an obedient line, 
making blood sacrifices to God. Cain 
refused to make acceptable sacrifices. 
Abel was commended and Cain was 
reprimanded. These facts seem to have 
been the cause of a quarrel which re- 
sulted in the murder of Abel. 

So it appears that conscience alone 
is not sufficient to deter from sin; and 
that the antediluvian world got a bad 
start from Cain. 

Again appeared the trail of Satan, 
who no doubt influenced Cain to kill 
his brother; and who was the author 
of Cain’s bloodless religion—even as 
he motivates the Cain class today. 

The building of the ark, in which 
Noah and his family were saved, of- 
fers another type of Christ, and evi- 
dence of God’s persistent purpose and 
plan to save man through faith in the 


Redeemer. 
BABEL ... The Third Crisis 


The third historic crisis is Babel 
(Genesis 11:1-9). The event took place 
at the close of the dispensation of 
Human Government, which began im- 
mediately after the flood (Genesis 
8:20). 

The life of man during this dispen- 
sation was tested by a new covenant 
which God made with Noah (Genesis 
9:1-11:10). 


are: (a) It confirmed man’s relatio 

to earth (Genesis 8:21); (b) declared 
the order of nature (Genesis 8:22); 
(c) established human government 
(Genesis 9:1-6); (d) the earth was 
affirmed secure against another judg- 
ment by water (Genesis 8:21; 9:11). 

The cause of the Babel crisis and 
change of test, is found by studying 
the characteristics of this dispensa- 
tion. The new covenant may be 
thought of as the constitution of the 
new government of man by man for 
God, with the assurance of His pres- 
ence and help, if human beings 
proved true. 

The government was of a race. 
There were no nations and but one 
language. It was a great opportunity 
to perpetuate united human govern- 
ment for God. The cause of their 
shameful failure and the judgment of 
God is summarized by statement and 
suggestion of a single verse of Scrip- 
ture, as follows: 

“Let US build US a city and a tow- 
er, whose top may reach unto heaven; 
lest WE be scattered abroad upon the 
face of the earth,” Genesis 11:4. 

God had commanded them to mul- 
tiply and replenish the earth. Instead, 
they built a great city and tower, and 
lived together. They disregarded God, 
and made a name for themselves. 
They were wholly selfish, interested 
only in their own plans and purposes. 

That ideal of government culminat- 
ed in the crisis of the confusion of 
tongues, separation of the people, and 
the rise of nations. Thus ended in fail- 
ure the first effort of self-government; 
and every effort since that time, with 
a like motive, has met or will meet its 
Waterloo.

THE PASSOVER ... The Fourth Crisis 

The passover in Egypt was the 
fourth historic crisis (Exodus 12:1-5). 

The dispensation which ended with 
this event is that of Promise, begin- 
ning at the call of Abraham, and 
ending with the exodus from Egypt 
and the giving of the Law (Genesis 
12:1-Exodus 19:8). 

The test which conditioned life dur- 
ing this period was the Abrahamic 
covenant, representing the change 
(Genesis 12:1-3; 15:18; 17:9-14). 

Following the crisis at Babel, the de- 
scendants of Noah and his sons be- 
came idolators. There seems to have 
been no witnesses for God left, even 
Abraham’s father being an idolator. 
So God singled out one family with 
whom to start again. Abraham was 
chosen, and proved to be a man of 
great faith in God; but his exper- 
ience did not continue in his descend- 
ants. 

Isaac was a good man, but not equal 
to his father Abraham; Jacob, Isaac’s 
son, who succeeded to the birthright, 
was not as good as his father; and 
Jacob’s twelve sons, with the excep- 
tion of Joseph, degenerated much in 
character. So swift was the decline 
that before the end of the dispensa- 
tion, Abraham’s descendants, with 
few exceptions, were slaves in Egypt. 

In the closing words of Genesis, “a 
coffin in Egypt,” is a suggestive phrase 
in a spiritual sense, of what had hap- 
pened to Abraham’s descendants in 
Egypt. Satan’s trail was in the picture 
to the end. 

The crisis of the passover pointed 
back to God’s promises, and forward 
to another dispensation, to complete 
deliverance in Christ. God’s plan did 
not die with man’s failure in Egypt. 

CALVARY ... The Fifth Crisis 

Calvary marked the fifth and most 
recent of the historic crises that have 
taken place in the changing dispensa- 
tions of the human race (Matthew 27: 


3-54). 
@ voiiere from Egypt, Israel imme- 


iately went to Mt. Sinai, where they 
accepted the Law, and the Legal dis- 
(Exodus 19:8-25). 
Calvary came at the end of this dis- 
pensation. 

During this period, they were test- 
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ed by law, under the Mosaic covenant 
which consisted of three parts: the 
commandments (Exodus 20); judg- 
ments, governing social life (Exodus 
21:1-24:2); ordinances, governing re- 
ligious life (Exodus 24:12-31:18). 

Man had been trying self-govern- 
ment, but now he is to be governed 
by divine law. The form of the new 
government, theocratic. That is, God 
would rule through men appointed by 
Himself. Moses was first named; then 
followed Joshua, and the judges. 

Life in Israel was conditioned by 
this method for centuries, until they 
became dissatisfied, and God granted 
the request for a king—choosing, in 
succession, Saul, David, and Solomon. 
After these had served equal terms 
of forty years, Solomon died. Then 
the kingdom was divided and became 
Israel and Judah. 

These continued as separate king- 
doms a long time; but finally became 
so disobedient, that Israel went into 
Assyrian captivity in 721 B. C., and 
Judah into Babylonian captivity 587 
B. C. 

When it pleased God to send to 
earth the “Promised Seed,” the two 
branches were so filled with worldli- 
ness and hatred that they crucified 
the “Lord of glory,” and the dispen- 
sation ended in the most tragic crisis 
of the world’s history, and yet the 
most glorious! 

It was glorious because His incar- 
nation, death and resurrection were 
high points of prophecy, which had 
been hinted in the course of every 
preceding dispensation. 


2. Prephetic Crises 
The prophetic crises are changes 
and events scheduled yet to come to 
pass in the history of man... fore- 
told in Scripture. 


THE SECOND ADVENT ... The Sixth 
Crisis 

The first of the prophetic crises will 
be the second coming of Christ (Zach- 
ariah 14:4; Acts 1:9-11; 2 Peter 3:3-6), 
the characteristic change and events 
to begin at the end of the present dis- 
pensation. 

This dispensation of Grace, building 
the Church, will end with the crown 
or kingship of Christ, when the mil- 


lennial kingdom will become manifest, 
after the rapture of the Church and 
the revelation of Christ with His 
Bride. 

Under the present dispensation, the 
Church has been and will be to the 
end tested by the new covenant which 
was established on better and uncon- 
ditional promises (Hebrews 8:8-13). 

The second advent or revelation of 
Christ must be distinguished from the 
rapture of the saints. Rapture means 
caught up with Christ in the air (1 
Thessalonians 4:14-17), before the 
great tribulation begins. 

Revelation or second advent is from 
“apokalupsis,” meaning appearing or 
manifestation, when He will come to 
earth to end the great tribulation and 
establish the kingdom, bringing again 
into view the Davidic covenant. It 
secured a Davidic house or family, a 
throne or royal authority, a kingdom 
—all to continue forever (2 Samuel 
7:4-17; 1 Chronicles 17:4-15). 

The events of this crisis, which ex- 
tend through the Kingdom Age, in- 
clude judgment of the nations, de- 
struction of antichrist, taking the 
beast and false prophet, Satan’s final 
stand and defeat, Armageddon, resur- 
rection of the wicked, and the great 
white throne judgment. 


RENOVATION OF THE EARTH ... 
The Seventh Crisis 

The renovation of the earth by fire, 
making it new, will be the second pro- 
phetic crisis . . . mentioned (2 Peter 
3:7-13). 

That will bring about the final 
change—the new earth, in the seventh 
revealed phase. The various phases of 
earth changes are summarized as fol- 
lows: (1) Perfect original; (2) judg- 
ment chaotic; (3) Edenic cursed; (4) 
antediluvian flooded; (5) present re- 
sultant; (6) fire renovated; (7) new. 

This new earth will be one of seven 
new things, revealed by Christ 
through John (Revelation 21:1-22:1): 
(1) New heaven; (2) new earth; (3) 
new people; (4) new city; (5) new 
temple; (6) new light; (7) new river 
of water of life. 

The new earth is to be the habitat 
wherein righteous people will dwell. 
There will be “no more curse,” which 
was a judgment on the earth and the 
inhabitants because of sin. 

There will be “no more sea,” which 
is a symbol of disturbances in nature 
and life (Daniel 7:2). The new earth 
will have no more disturbances from

“That 
was our understanding,” she said, “we 
have been taught that.” She then said, 
“Let me see an American coin,” and 
when I produced one she said, “What 
does it say? I can’t read.” I read it 
and it said, “In God We Trust.” I won- 
der—do we trust in God! 


I believe prayer could do a great 
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deal toward winning the war. I am 
one that would like to see a time set 
aside every week for prayer for God 
to deliver us from this great war where 
we are spending tremendous amounts 
of money and where many, many lives 
are being lost.
